Funds from '99 
referendum used

Though residents were in the 
audience for the public hearing of 
Antioch Community Consolidated 
School Dist. 34, there were no 
questions asked of the board of 
education. According '.; to interim 
superintendent Don Gossett, the 
budget was approved with minor 
adjustments. 

, In a summary provided by the 
district's business manager Vicky 
Cullinan, expenditures exceed 
revenue by about $11 million. 
Revenues from eight funds are 
expected to total $16,325,996. Total 
expenditures,, earmarked for -the 
same eight funds are expected to be 
$27,768,927. 



In an interview, Cullinan said, 
"The' numbers are a little skewed 
because there is money being spent 
now on construction that came into 
the district previously." A building 
referendum was passed in April 1999 
to cover these costs. 

In her summary, both revenues 
and- expenditures are attributed to 
the same eight funds: education, 
operations and maintenance, bond 
and interest, transportation, Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund/Social 
Security (IMRF/SS), .site, and 
construction, working cash, and life 
safety. Cullinan said taxes arc levied 
by funds and are limited to the tax 
rate. 

The revenue for the education 
fund is expected to be $10,625,350 
while expenditures from that same 
fund are projected to be $10,902,071. 

The operations and mainte- 
nance fund should have revenue of

Archdiocese annex hearing continued

The new text changes approved 
by the Antioch Board of Directors 
relating to automatic annexation, 
and the sensitive area of Antioch 
referred to as the East Sub-Area, have 
apparently eased the minds of many 
Antioch residents. 

While a hearing held earlier this 
year about annexing the Archdiocese 
of Chicago property and the proper- 
ties of Dale and Alfred Pedersen 
brought crowds of residents to the 
meeting who swayed the board to 
reject the petition, this last meeting 
brought out only a couple. 

The property being petitioned 
for annexation is 285 acres of land 
situated north of Rte. 173 and east of 
Rte. 45. The Archdiocese of Chicago 
owns the 40 acres contiguous to 
Antioch that would allow the Peder- 



sens to come in with their 245 acres. 

The petitions for annexation will 
be continued until Nov. 6 at 7 p.m. 
due, in part, to a snag with the publi- 
cation of the legal notice. 

Village attorney Ken Clark 
explained, "There are two reasons 
why this public hearing will be 
continued. Number one, there was 
no publication of this hearing in the 
papers, and number two, some of the 
text in the annexation agreements is 
to be changed." 

Clark said some discussions 
would begin as a courtesy because 
green cards (registered mail notices) 
had been sent to the property owners . 
within 200 feet of die property. At 
that point, resident Elmer Van 
Haecke spoke up and said that he 
had not been notified, and that his 
property is adjacent to the land in 
question. His father had mistakenly 
been notified Instead of him. 



Clark explained that in the case 
of automatic annexation under. E-l 
zoning (the most restrictive under 
state statute) it is a courtesy, not a 
legal requirement, to notify residents 
within 200 feet of the property's 
border. 

The changes to the annexation 
agreements proposed by Clark 
strengthen the language to clarify 
that property annexed in the East 
Sub-Area must, by village ordinance, 
follow the comprehensive plan. 
Public comment during the previous 
annexation proposals by these 
petitioners was the primary impetus 
for the ordinance change to protect 
some of the area's most sensitive 
land. ->, 

Clark read his proposed changes, 
"However, the developers/owners

Good Samaritan rescues 
elderly woman from fire

An anonymous man who

Capt Jeff Vandevoorde, the man was 
driving down the road when he saw 
the smoke, and the woman sitting on 
the front porch apparently unaware 
that her house was on fire. The man 
led the woman away from the 
burning house and called the fire 
department 

"The basement was fully 



involved, and fire and smoke reached 
the first floor," said Vandevoorde. "It 
took over an hour to get the fire out 
with the help of several fire depart- 
ments." 

No injuries were reported, but 
the house was destroyed in the fire. 

Vandevoorde said, "The house 
will probably have to be torn down. 
There was extensive damage." 

The cause of the fire has not been 
determined, but Investigators are 
looking at the possibility of a faulty 
furnace or electrical wiring. 

i According to Vandevoorde, the 
woman's son came to. the home and 
left with her. "She's probably staying 
with relatives."

Hazardous 
waste drop- 
off day added

It's time to dispose of old paint, varnish, 
thinner, driveway sealer and garden chemi- 
cals. The Solid Waste Agency of Lake County 
(SWALCO) will be having a one-day House- 
hold Chemical Waste (HCW) drop off event 
from 8 a.m.-3 p.m. on Oct. 14 at Pleviak School 
located at 304 E. Grand Ave. in Lake Villa (the 
comer of Rtes. 132 and 83). 

This drop off date is being funded by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agency 
(IEPA) and is open to all Illinois residents. This 
free event is part of a series of eight HCW of- 
fered by SWALCO this year. 

At a regular board meeting for the Village 
of Antioch, Mayor Marilyn Shineflug said, 
"This is a great opportunity for residents to dis- 
pose of unwanted chemicals." 

Antioch is a SWALCO member. "Two pub- 
lic works people and two service people (from 
Antioch) will be there to help out with the col- 
lection, and with traffic," added Shineflug. 

Common but problematic chemical waste 
items will be collected, such as antifreeze, old 
gasoline, used motor oil, lawn and garden 
chemicals, varnish, old paint and paint thinner. 

SWALCO will not be able to collect business 
or commercial waste, explosives such as fire- 
works and ammunition, propane tanks, smoke 
detectors, fire extinguishers, agricultural chem- 
icals, medical wastes or lead-acid batteries such 
as the ones used in cars and boats. SWALCO 
notes that these batteries can be recycled at any 
retail outlet selling new lead-acid batteries. 

For the last two years, SWALCO has offered 
20 one-day events offering residents an op- 
portunity to get these materials out of their 
homes through these special collections. 

SWALCO is moving toward a permanent 
HCW program that would feature both mobile 
and a fixed transfer station.

Antioch Police officer Steven M. 
Hayes, 27, of McHenry, pled not 
guilty before Judge Christopher Star- 
( ,ck when he was arraigned on charges 
of aggravated DUI for a May crash 
that caused grave bodily harm to the 
two passengers 22-year-old Jennifer 
Boyd, and 27-year-old Richard An- 
derson, both of McHenry. 

Hayes will be tried before a jury 
in Starck's courtroom Nov. 13 at the 
courthouse in Waukegan.According 
to chief of felony review at the State's 
Attorney office Matt Chancey, aggra- 
vated DUI as a violation with grave 
bodily harm is a felony that could 
carry a maximum sentence of up to 



12 years incarceration at the depart- 
ment of corrections. 

The May accident happened on 
Neville Rd. near Dowell Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wauconda. 

Initially, a fourth man, Daniel R. 
Wasilowski, 27, of McHenry, told the 
officers at the scene thathe had been 
driving the 1996 Jeep that was in- 
volved in the accident Through Lake 
County Sheriff s Dept. investigation, 
it later came out that Hayes had been 
the Jeep's driver and that Wasilows- 
ki had been following behind in a 
separate vehicle. 

Wasilowski will be arraigned Oct 
18 on the misdemeanor charge of at- 
tempt to obstruct justice before 
Judge Valerie Ceckowski at 9 a.m. in 
Waukegan.

heat that must be made available to tenants by 
landlords. 

The village adopted these codes in July 199B, 
but Langdon insists the problem was ongoing 
through last year when she claims her mother 
was forced to move in with Langdon's sister for 
three weeks when the temperature was too cold. 
Langdon also claims that her sister paid for 
someone to come out and fix her mother's 
heater — repairs that should have been made by 
Rossi. 

Langdon explained that there are two mo- 
tel-style heating units in her mother's apartment 
and that only one worked. 

At the first of these two meetings, trustee 
Wayne Foresla said, "If it's 20 degrees or 20 de- 
grees below (zero), and there is no heat in the 
apartment — then it is an emergency. I'd think 
we could do a better job enforcing the law." 

Attorney Ken Clark recommended that 
Langdon seek an order of protection for her 
mother during that first meeting. At the second 
meeting Langdon reported that she had tried to 
do so, but had been unable because there was 
none for a tenant/landlord situation. Clark then 
offered to talk to the state's attorney and said, "I 
think an ordinance has been extended to cover 
non-relatives." 

Langdon said that police had been called 
when Rossi blocked her mother's only non-stair 
exit with a bulldozer, and the officers who ar- 
rived explained there was little they could do. 



Clark offered, "Typically, it's a private matter 
(when a landowner parks a vehicle or equip- 
ment on private property)." 

Trustee Marvin Oldenburger said, "For safe- 
ty reasons there has to be two entrance/exits 
available in case of fire. If he is purposely block- 
ing an exit, then we ought to be able to do some- 
thing." 

* Clark indicated that with the series of laws 
dealing with elder issues stronger action might 
be available. He said, "Blocking one of the exits 
of someone who is 85 years old may raise that to 
a criminal level." 

Trustee Dorothy Larson asked, "Can we talk 
to this guy and let him know what the laws are?" 

Director of planning, zoning and building 
Bob Silhan said, "I tried to carefully draft a letter 
to let him know that Oct. 1 is coming, and that 
he lias to comply with our ordinance." Silhan 
then indicated that his letter had irritated Rossi. 

Silhan's letter read, "As owner of an apart- 
ment building in the Village, you are hereby re- 
minded that Oct. 1 begins the official heating 
season in the Village of Antioch and Lake Coun- 
ty . . .AH habitable rooms, bathrooms and toilet 
rooms shall be heated to 65 degrees F. during the 
hours between 6:30 a.m. and 10:30 p.m.; and 60 
degrees F. during other hours." 

Langdon's mother's lease period is nearly 
over, and she plans to move in with Langdon's 
sister. 

Rossi was unavailable for comment.

her former boyfriend found videotapes of 
Michalak with his 15-year-old son and one of his 
son's friends.

"The square footage requirements of the 
comprehensive plan shall control the lot size 



for any development. For instance, the E-l 
zone allows for a minimum of 40,000 square 
foot lots, however, if the comprehensive plan 
calls for one acre or greater, then the compre- 
hensive plan shall control." 

Presenter for the petitioners Michael Gan- 
tar, of Gantar and DeMartini, Ltd. indicated 
that his clients would be happy with the 3-5 
acre zoning indicated for the area in the com- 
prehensive plan. 

The petitioners have no current plans for 
development.

Restrictions 
lifted on 
FWA, Chain 

Fall boating season on the Fox 
River and Chain 0' Lakes resumed- 
after restrictions were relieved by the 
Fox Waterway Agency. . 

This portion of the FoxWaterway 
had been under no-wake boating re- 
strictions since Sept. 25, due to high 
water levels caused by heavy rainfall 
Sept. 22 and 23. The Stratton Lock 
and Dam in McHenry received 2.6.4 
inches of rainfall during that 24-hour 
period. 

The water level at 8 a.m. Sept. 29 
at Stratton Lock and Dam was 1.8 
inches above the no-wake threshold, 
at Johnsburg, .6 inches above the no- 
wake threshhold, and on the Chain, 
2 to 3 inches below the no-wake 
threshold. 

"The weather has cooperated 
and allowed water levels to fall low 
enough so we can open the Fox Riv- 
er to normal boating in time for the 
weekend," said FWA Executive Di- 
rector Irigrid Enriquez. 

Boaters are advised to be on the 
lookout for floating debris due to the 
high water levels.

Parking expansion approved 
for CLC's Southlake Center 



The College of Lake County board trustees 
has approved a project that will expand park- 
ing from 65 to 200 spaces at the Southlake Ed- 
ucational Center in Vernon Hills. The project 
will also include road repavement and expan- 
sion of stormwater detention. The board 
awarded the construction contract to Maneval 
Construction Co., Inc. of Grayslake for 
$341,619. The project is scheduled to be com- 
pleted this fall. 

In other action, the board accepted the fis- 
cal year 2000 audit report from KPMG, LLP, a 
Chicago-based accounting firm. Peter Krupczak, 
vice president for administrative affairs, said that 
the report indicated that the college's fiscal con- 
dition is sound arid well managed. The board 
authorized the administration to file the audit 
with the Illinois Community College Board and 
appropriate federal agencies. 

The board also adopted a resolution to rec : 
ommend three firms to the Capital Develop- 
ment Board (CDB) for consideration as archi- 
tects for the new technology building to be 
built at the Grayslake Campus. The architects, 
submitted in the order of preference, are Legat 
Architects (Waukegan), Ross Barney & 
Jankowski Architects (Chicago) and DLR Group 
(Chicago). State funds have been approved for 
planning the technology building, and the pro- 
ject will begin after CDB selects a firm. 

The board also accepted several grants. 
Among them is a grant for $210,000 from the 
Illinois Community College Board to provide 



short-term training in various allied health ca- 
reer fields for 100 unemployed and under-em- 
ployed individuals and welfare recipients. Also 
accepted were $24,000 from the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education for an internship program 
for graduate students to teach English at CLC; 
$16,125 from the Illinois Department of Com- 
merce and Community Affairs for the procure- 
ment technical assistance center; and $1,800 
from the Illinois Law Enforcement Training 
and Standards Board to be applied to a juvenile, 
officer training program. 

In other action, the board supported the 
college's participation in Illinois Community 
Colleges On-line, an initiative by the Illinois 
Community College Board to simplify access to 
on-line courses and programs. The college will 
participate in the initiative during the 2000- 
2001 academic year. j 

- In purchasing, the board approved a con- 
tract with Boiler Construction Co., Inc. of 
Waukegan, for $248,000, to renovate 11 rc- 
strooms at the Grayslake Campus to comply 
with the Americans with the Disabilities Act 
guidelines. Additionally, the board approved a 
bid for $59,350 to purchase 25 Cisco Network 
Routers from custom Fit, In. of Chantilly, Va., 
and a bid for $38,009 to purchase Cisco net- 
work equipment from CTG, Inc. of Springfield. 
In personnel matters, the board appointed 
Marcy Thompson to the administrative posi- 
tion of director of Job Readiness Programs, a 
grant-funded position.

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Back new funding 

to buy more land 

for Forest Preserve 



There are compelling reasons why voters will do well to sup- 
port new funding for the Lake County Forest Preserve Dist. in 
a referenda proposal Nov. 7. Not the least of arguments sup- 
porting the issuance of $85 million in bonds is the rapidly di- 
minishing supply of available lands for acquisition of public open 
space. 

Forest Preserve Dist. officials are correct in pointing out that prices 
for suitable land are relatively reasonable. Bond interest rates are low. 
The people of Lake County are enjoying good economic times so they 
can afford die increase in taxes to support retirement of bonds. 

Another point in favor of the district growth program (actually two 
issues on ballot) is the ever increasing popularity of the preserves and 
what's going on with the publicly owned lands. People like the grow- 
ing system of all-purpose trails. District golf courses are crowded. 
There is avid support for wildlife and habitat preservation programs. 
The attractive Colonial-style visitors center at Ryerson Woods fairly 
hums with student visitors at various times during the school year. In- 
dividuals and groups make full use of the 22 picnic shelters available 
countywide. There is a world-class museum at Lakewood, Wauconda. 
In short, the Lake County Forest Preserves have become everything 
expected — and more. 

Underlying the participation and support on the part.pf dtteeiuTTn' 
existing programs is an a pprecia ti on that ci ^nn^iun'of'trie forest pre- 
— Sferv e gySter rt is fe tfflSSCe akcmaUve — : and less costly alternative — to a 
continuation of unbridled growth and development. Taxpayers have 
come to understand the linkage between expanding public lands and 
the cost to society that accompanies the building of more rooftops 
and strip malls. 

The two questions being put before voters Nov, 7 cover the issuance 
of $85 million in bonds for land acquisition, habitat restoration, expan- 
sion of trails and general preserve improvements, and a separate ques- 
tion on increasing the maximum tax rate .012 that will translate into an 
additional $2 million for safety, maintenance and operations. 

Based on a home with a market value of $250,000, the total impact 
for both questions on a tax bill is estimated at $44.67 annually. 

Lake County residents can be justifiably proud that the commis- 
sioners they have elected to run their forest preserves are doing a 
bang-up job. Their accomplishments have achieved national acclaim. 
The corporate tax rate has not increased since 1986. During that time, 
acres preserved has grown to more than 9,000. 

Proceeds of an authorized bond issue have been depleted with 
worthwhile purchases. Approximately $150 million worth of valuable 
land has been offered to the district by willing sellers, much of it at be- 
low market prices. 

Even with new funding made available Nov. 7 by a supportive 
public, there will still be land acquisition opportunities left un- 
touched. Now is not the time to adopt a status quo posture. The time 
is now to keep the forest preserve system growing. 

Helping hand 
for immigrants 

Picture yourself in a foreign country not knowing the language. 
Bewildered, confused, frightened at times. Where do you turn 
for guidance? Where can help be found? 
Now you know how many members of Lake County's 
fastest growing immigrant group feel, explained Ed Soto, chairman of 
the board of directors of Mano-A-Mano (hand-to-hand), a resource 
center for Hispanics and other newcomers. 

The center is located in Round Lake Park where one of the heavi- 
est concentrations of Lake Conty Hispanics reside. Organized by local 
residents and launched with a $100,000 state grant, the center will 
concentrate on teaching English, but will also offer help with literacy, 
computer familiarization and parenting. 

Although geared far Hispanics, Mano-A-Mano's doors will be 
open to all immigrants who face a language barrier and are in need of 
counseling. As Soto emphasized at a grand opening celebration, the 
aim of the center is to provide people with tools, not handouts. 

In an earlier time, America's newcomers found help at churches 
and cultural organizations. Or immigrants learned as best they could 
on their own. Government wasn't a part of the assimilation process. 
But it is today. That's the reality society faces. The key, as leaders of the 
resource center emphasize, is providing newcomers with knowledge 
and information to make their own way. Mano-A-Mano is not a relief 
agency. 
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Leftward leaning a media reality 



Bill and Hillary often wail 
about the "vast right wing 
conspiracy." Strangely, 
there is nary a word of com- 
plaint from conservatives and Re- 
publicans about the "vast left wing 
conspiracy." 

Reason? Complaints tend to 
come off as whiny expressions of 
weakness, whatever the source. GOP 
protestations probably wouldn't get 
reported anyway. Why? Because of 
the very real liberal bias in the me- 
dia. 

Surveys have pretty well estab- 
lished the leftward tilt in the media, 
especially among network wonks 
and media professionals writing for 
the nation's opinion-making news- 
papers. Statistics show members of 
the press well above the 80th per- 
centile in their preference for Demo- 
crat candidates and policies, 

The entrenchment of a liberal 
philosophy among those who influ- 
ence public thinking goes beyond 
the media. One of our favorite 
columnists, Jeffrey Hart, who is syn- 
dicated through King Features, 
wrote about a survey of the Dart- 
mouth College faculty to illustrate 
lop-sided political thought favoring 
the left. To our knowledge, Hart's 
column is not carried by any news- 
papers in northeastern Illinois. 

Hart reported that the sample of 
Dartmouth faculty is 79 percent De- 
mocratic, 18 percent Independent 
and 3 percent Republican. Democ- 
rats outnumbered Republicans 25-1 
in five different academic depart- 
ments — government, religion, phi- 
losophy, history and English. 

There shouldn't be any guess 
about which way Dartmouth stu- 
dents lean after the indoctrination 
they receive during impressionable 
college years. For the Dartmouth 
grads who wind up in the media, 
they'll probably be viewing the 
world of politics with a left-leaning 
perspective. And if they become . 
writers for late night TV comics, 
conservatives won't have a chance. 

But don't complain, Republi- 
cans. It won't do you any good.

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Forest Preserve vote- investment for future 



The other day, I was asked by 
a gentleman what I thought 
of the Lake County Forest 
Preserve putting a referen- 
dum on the November ballot asking 
for $85 million dollars when they 
had received approval in April of 
1999 for $55 million. His tone of 
voice made it obvious to me that he 
was dead set against it, and he prob- 
ably thought that I was, too, since I 
have always been fairly conservative 
about raising property taxes. 

I'm all for it, I answered quickly. 
I'm sure that none of it will be spent 
in my home town. But, those who 
live along the eastern portion of 
Lake County must realize that pre- 
serving open space in all of Lake 
County is good for them, too. 

Whenever I am in Chicago and 
view the lakefront, I marvel that one 
person's vision was responsible for 
preserving the natural beauty of the 
lakefront. The Burnham Plan was an 
investment, and a treasure, for fu- 
ture generations. You don't have to 
live in Chicago to admire and appre- 
ciate it. 

When I would return from 
Chicago by train and often get off at 
Waukegan, 1 would look at the ce- 
ment sUos and other unsightly 
structures. I would think of what 
could have been. I realize that many 
companies along the lake provided 
jobs, but I always returned to the 
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thought that if a city the size of 
Chicago could protect its lakefront, 
why not smaller communities? What 
it takes is vision, foresight, and a 
plan. 

Preserving a part of our Lake 
County landscape doesn't come free. 
But, really, allowing development to 
run rampant throughout Lake 
County doesn't come free, either. 
Just ask others who have referenda 
in their communities to seek tax- 
hikes for schools and other ameni- 
ties caused by the housing sprawl in 
the county. When you consider the 
traffic gridlock that sprawl causes, it 
becomes burdensome no matter 
where you live in Lake County. 

The voters in Lake County can 
be fickle. They won't just go along 
with anything when it comes to 
passing referenda questions, You 
had better make your case. In asking 
for more funds in less than two years 
after a fund increase was approved, 
the forest preserve district is taking a 
risk. 

I believe, though, that the dis- 



trict is taking the proper risk. The 
voters, I believe, have been shown 
that the district has acted responsi- 
bly in the land acquisitions that it 
has made. The time is crucial for 
more land buys; otherwise land will 
be gobbled up at even higher cost. 

Also, I applaud the district for 
holding the referendum at a Novem- 
ber general election. Many taxing 
bodies like to hold their tax referen- 
dums when the least number of 
people will vote. During a November 
election when we elect our presi- 
dent, the turnout should be high, 
certainly higher than at local elec- 
tions. 

Passing any referendum is never 
a sure thing. Property taxes are high. 
Some voters vote no whatever the is- 
sue. There are competing referen- * 
dums, and every taxing body will 
fight for its own increase, And, even 
when a voter may feel that all of the 
issues have merit, it may not be 
practical to vote yes on all of them. 
Any taxing body knows that 

When you examine your tax bill, 
which just became due, and you see 
what you contribute to the forest 
preserve and you look at the vast- 
ness of the properties that are pre- 
served for us and for future genera- 
tions, I believe that it is a priceless 
investment for Lake County.

Halloween treats 
don't need to be 
totally sweet 



When summer ends and the leaves begin 
to change color, the celebration of Halloween 
is just around the comer. While costumes 
take center stage at this time of year, the Lake 
County Health Department/Community 
Health Center is encouraging families to fo- 
cus more attention on Halloween treats. 

A new dietary guideline focuses attention 
on sugar intake. The guideline, "Moderate 
your intake of sugars," is self-explanatory, but 
easier said than done. Americans have been 
continuously consuming more sugar, and not 
only from recognizable sources like soft 
drinks, cakes, cookies, pies, fruit drinks and 
candies. "Hidden" sources of sugars such as 
sucrose, honey, corn sweetener, and high- 
fructose corn syrup are found in a variety of 
foods not necessarily thought of as "sweets." 

Sugar has a potential negative effect on 
our health. Increased sugar intake may be re- 
sponsible for unfavorable health effects from 
tooth decay to elevated blood triglycerides. 
Additionally, an increase in sugar intake may 
be one of the underlying factors contributing 
to an increase of obesity in our country. 

"Many of the high sugar foods represent 
extra calories without the benefit of vitamins, 
minerals or nutrients," said Toby Stern, R.D., 
L.D., a registered dietitian with the Lake 
County Health Department/Community 
Health Center and a spokesperson for the Illi- 
nois Dietetic Association. 

The solution is moderation. Halloween is 
a perfect opportunity to begin to moderate 
sugar intake. What can you offer children 
who ring your doorbell asking, "Trick or 
Treat?" To get you started, here are some ex- 
amples of treats to choose: Peanuts, crackers, 
dried fruit (raisins, apricots, apples), pretzels, 
animal cookies, gingersnaps, granola bars, 
fresh fruit, trail mix, money (change). 

The Health Department suggests that 
sweets can be a part of a healthy eating plan. 
We encourage families to exercise modera- 
tion and make alternative food choices avail- 
able.

my having a history and other knowledge 
of this child and your family, it is unethical 
of me to give you direct advice unless you 
want to come in and see me. I will say, 
however, that the best place you can find 
that answer is in your own gut. If you are 
feeling that it is out of control or some- 
thing scary might be going on in her life to 
cause these nightmares, it would probably 
be much better for all of your collective 



"peace of mind's" if you took her in for a 
couple sessions to see about this problem. 
From your call, it sounds like you are very 
concerned so probably best to get her in 
for help now. • 

Nightmares are strange things. They 
can be directly related to something going 
on in life and then again, they don't have to 
be. .Anyone who has ever had one, can tell 
you that they are very terrifying and can get 
in the way of healthy sleep. I've spoken 
with many children who superstitiously 
feel that if they talk about what was in the . 

So, they keep 
their mouths shut and suffer alone with the 
thoughts. You might try to make sure that 
she understands that nightmares are just in 
her mind and that talking about it won't 
make It happen. Help her to feel safe so 



she can open up; 

There is also the possibility that some- 
thing is happening in her life that scares 
, her. It can be routine change (sometimes 
routine change can be the scariest) or 
something out of the ordinary that has ei- 
ther made her uncomfortable or terrified 
her. Either way, it's worthwhile to check it 
out. - 

There is also the possibility that she has 
seen one too many scary movies or some- 
one at school has told her about something 
scary. I can remember being 8 years old 
and having one of our neighbor's rotten 
friends tell me about the "legend of Mary 
Worth." This was the favorite story of 
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"Our team's whole job is to 
put time on your side."

No needles for drugs and vaccines - a 
concept simple in theory but complex in 
technology and execution. However, Endorex 
Corporation (AMEX: DOR) a drug delivery 
company based in Lake Forest, 1L, is at the 
forefront of research to allow drugs such as 
insulin, human growth hormone, vaccines, 
and potentially many others to be taken orally 
instead of by often-painful shots.

It doesn't look like it, and we all hate to ad- 
mit it, but the end of summer is hear. Although 
the annuals may be bursting with color and the 
lawn looks great, cool weather is just around 
the corner. 

Just as everything growing has a season, so 
do the related tasks in your yard. It's time to 
consider how you' re going to wrap things up for 
the season. Fall watering and fertilization help 
plants go into dormancy in good health and 
prepare them for a quick start when the weath- 
er warms next spring. Following are some tips 
your yard and garden will appreciate as they 
prepare to snuggle in for the winter. 

First, give your lawn, shrubs and trees a 
good drink of water as they enter dormancy It 
will prepare them for the freezing weather 
ahead. Healthy, well- watered roots are essential 
to giving plants the ability to transfer sugars and 
starches from their leaves to dieir roots. Storing 
energy in the roots during fall helps plants get 
a healthy start next spring. 

Second, don't think of this as the end of the 
growing season but as the first step of the 2001 
season. 

Soil Test 

Fall is an excellent time to test the soil of 
your lawn and garden for an accurate assess- 
ment of its condition. Test kits are available at 
your local nursery or through the county/uni- 
versity extension.These inexpensive kits test for 
soil acidity or alkalinity, as well as for the major 
plant nutrients. 

The lawn 

Filling In tfhln Spots 

Fall is the best time of year to fill in thin 
patches of lawn. Loosen the soil with a rake or 
shovel, spread the grass seed, and lightly rake, 
making sure it has good contact with the soil. 
Apply a thin layer of mulch and keep the area 
moist until the seedlings are well established. 

Continue Mowing 

Healthy grass grows well into the fall. Some 
cool-season grasses will continue to grow into 
November. Keep mowing as long as your lawn 
is growing. 

So Many Leaves to Rake 

It's a necessary chore and prevents leaves 
from smothering your lawn during the winter. 
A layer of wet leaves deprives grass of oxygen 
and makes it more prone to disease. Either 
mulch mow the leaves or remove the leaves for 
mulching at another location. . 

Dormant Fertilization 

Homeowners in the snow-belt can get an 
early start on spring lawn care with dormant 



mnmmm 



fertilization. By applying a slow-release, natur- 
al organic fertilizer in fall, homeowners can 
achieve: 

•One to two weeks' earlier spring green-up. 
•Good turf color and growth through mid- 
May. 

•More rapid recovery of turf from winter 
damage. 
•Turf that handles heavy foot traffic better. 

Let Dormant Grass Lie 

After the grass is dormant,, minimize or 
completely avoid traffic on the lawn, especial- 
ly when the grass is still green and covered with 
frost. Since it's dormant, it doesn't have the 
ability to recover, even though it may still be 
green. 

So Much Snow 

Huge piles of snow may be great for kids 
building forts, but it poses a concern for lawns: 
snow mold. By spreading snow over a larger 
area, you reduce the chances of snow mold be- 
coming a problem. 

When removing ice treated with an ice- 
melter from driveways and walks, spread it over 
a large area. If you concentrate this salty mate- 
rial just along the edge of the drive or walk, 
Uiese areas may show signs of salt damage next 
spring. 

Spring and Summer Perennials 

Autumn is a good time of year to plant and 
divide spring- and summer-blooming perenni- 
als. In genera], perennials planted in fall out- 
perform those planted in spring. Mix a handful 
of Milorganite with the soil when planting 
perennials. 

Planting, Fertilizing Trees and Shrubs 

This is a good time of year to plant most 
trees and shrubs, if it is done before the end of 
October. Mulch and water the newly planted 
trees and shrubs regularly to help them become 
established before winter dormancy. 

Pruning 

Remove dead branches from shrubs and 
trees to eliminate places where insects and dis- 
ease spores can winter. Pruning live tissue from 
trees and shrubs should cease in fall, as it en- 
courages new growth that is vulnerable to cold. 

Tree, Shrub Protection 

Wrap plants with protective tape well above 
the anticipated level of snow to prevent varmint 
damage both under the snow cover and at the 
snow's surface. Plants that are near roads and 
are susceptible to salt spray should be covered 
witrVbiirlap. This will help prevent desiccation, 
or burning, of plant tissue during the winter.

These fires 
resulted uVSZO personal injuries, 20 deaths and 
more than $84.4 million in property damage. 
That same year, the CPSC also reports that ap- 
proximately 400 people were non-fatally poi- 
soned by carbon monoxide as a result of a gas 
clothes dryer. 

To combat this danger, the CSIA recom- 
mends that homeowners have clothes dryer 
exhaust ducts inspected annually — and main- 
tained as necessary — by a certified technician. 

"The public's concept of dryer exhaust 
ducts needs to change as houses change," says 
Greg Williamson, executive director of the 
CSIA. 

Williamson points out that clothes dryers 
historically have either been located in base- 
ments or on the main floor of a house and 
generally within a short distance from an out- 
side wall. Because of these logistics, the dan- 
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fire 



flammable it poses a 
risk/' adds Williamson. ' 

The availability of natural gas clothes dry- 
ers is another reason why dryer exhaust duct 
maintenance is necessary. If a gas clothes dry- 
er is not properly vented, it can cause carbon 
monoxide to be forced back into the home and 
that can be dangerous. 

The CSIA recommends that clothes dryer 
exhaust duct inspections be performed by 
CSIA Certified Dryer Exhaust Duct Techni- 
ciahsTM. These technicians have been formal- ' 
ly tested in the proper inspection and mainte- 
nance of clothes dryer exhaust ducts by the 
CSIA.

Native grasses, wildflowers and trees in 
your Lake County Forest Preserves are putting 
on a magnificent show this fall.

Remember back when you were just 12 or 
13-years-old and you wished that you were old 
enough to drive?

Grantham began racing go-karts since he 
was three and hasn't stopped racing since.

The car is capable of speeds 
nearing 100 MPH, but so far Brett has only

PET TALK By John J. Csiha 

~ Owners sometimes treat their pets as children. They watch and hover, antic- 
ipate every need and jump to the medicine cabinet wnen they perceive fevers 
or aches and pains. Many well intentioned owners will administer fever- 
relievers to their pets and because of its safety for small children, aceta- 
minophen is usually the medication they select. While acetaminophen (APAP) 
enjoys a reputation of safety and effectiveness for humans, it is probably one 
of the worst medications administered' to a cat or dog. Acetaminophen repre- 
sents the most common fatal drug poisoning in cats and has also been respon- 
sible for many deaths in dogs. While acetaminophen can be used safely in 
most dogs under the supervision of a veterinarian, there is no safe dose rec- 
ommended for cats. APaP toxicity in cats is almost exclusively due to inten- 
tional administration by humans, and doses as small as 163 mg. (1/2 of a regu- 
lar strength acetaminophen tablet) have resulted in death. Under no circum- 
stances should an owner administer any anti-fever medication to a pet without 
a veterinarian's advice. Pets exhibiting aches and pains should also be evalu- 
ated by a veterinarian. If a pet ingests APAP, a veterinarian should be called 
upon immediately. The veterinarian will probably advise the owner to induce 
vomiting as soon as possible. This is typically accomplished through adminis- 
tration of ipecac to dogs or hydrogen peroxide to both cats and dogs. Your vet- 
erinarian will advise as to which doses of each product to use. It is important, 
to tell the veterinarian how much the pet weighs, how much acetaminophen it 
consumed (or was given) and how long it has been since the acetaminophen 
was ingested. The best treatment for acetaminophen poisoning is prevention. 
While it may be one of the safest medications for administration to humans, its 
safety for pets cannot be assumed. Cats and dogs are not small humans. For the 
best outcome in pet health, administration of any medication should only 
occur under the guidance of a licensed veterinarian.

If there has been one resounding theme in the history of 
the United States, it has been Americans' need to conquer 
land.

He dis- 
plays a number of the cars in a basement showroom in the ho- 
tel; The others are stored in a display garage at his home and at 
his summerhome in Florida. ' 

But these cars are not just there to be looked at and ad- 
mired. 

"One of the great pleasures in my life is driving one of 
these cars down avery scenic country road," Young said. , 
• Several times a year, Young and his wife take one of the 
cars out for an organized trip across the country. The trips are 
put together by different people and groups across the coun- 
try.

nized by a Tampa, Fla. resident On these trips, the Youngs and 
about 30 to 40 other vintage auto enthusiasts travel across dif- 
ferent parts of the country for four to five weeks. 

The trips are not a parade of these cars across the country- 
side. Rather, each driver is given a tour book and allowed to 
travel a their own pace. The routes stay clear of highways, both 
because the cars themselves cannot go that fast and to give the 
riders a truly American experience. Each night, the travelers all 
meet at the same location. 

The Transcontinental Tours have let the Youngs travel 
across the United States, Scotland, Wales and England. But the 
best part about the trips has not been the places they have 
seen. 

On each trip, Young said that a majority of the group are \ 
the same people each time. 

"Its pretty much the same group of people, with a few 
newcomers each time," he said. " I have friends all over the 
country because of these tours." 

Young's love of cars has been much more than a recent 
hobby. His fascination with the automobile began with his first

"Back then, there were less than six of us 
who drove a car to [Libertyville] High 
School," he recalled. "It was unique just to 
have a car." 

From that point, Young has always been 
interested in cars. 

"It's something you like all your life," he 
said. 

Since he began collecting cars in 1958 
with the purchase of a 1929 truck, Young has 
found joy in all aspects of owning vintage 
cars. 

"There's a great satisfaction you get 
from restoring an old car," he said. "And dri- 
ving them is a lot of fun too." 

Young finds the cars all over the coun- 
try, from both word-of-rriouth and hobby 
publications. When he gets them/the cars 
are almost always in need of repair. He 
does all of the engine work he can, and 
has specialized auto mechanics do what 
he cannot. His carpentry background has 
given him the skills he needs to do the 
body work. Many of the cars back then 
had wooden bodies. 

Young's hobby has also given him a 
chance to look into the history of this 
country with a unique perspective. His 
collection is a documentation of the way ' 
the automobile has evolved since it was 
first created. 

His collection ranges from the ex- 
tremely rare to the historically pertinent, 
both from an automotive and American 
standpoint. His oldest automobile is a 
1903 Pierce. The vehicle is shaped like a 
horse-drawn buggy. 

Throughout the history of the automo- 
bile, there were over 2,600 car makers in the 
United States. Most of them have since gone 
out of business, but Young's collection is 
marked by a few of the rarer ones. 

One of these is a 1913 Moline, built in 
East Moline, III. His automobile is one of sue 
known survivors from that company. 

He also has several Ford Model u Ts" in 
-hfs collectionrA few of those.are still going 
through the rebuilding process in his garage. 
The Model "T" was the car that popularized 
driving and made it accessible to ail people. 

"It was the car that put the working peo- 
ple on the road," Young explained. "Before 
the Model "T," cars were only for the rich." 

When it first came out, the Model "T" 
sold for about $500. Other cars on the mar- 
ket were going for $5,000. These cars were a 
landmark in the automobile industry, when 
they first came out. 

A 1927 Packard that is displayed at 
Young's hotel showroom was once used by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. After researching the 
history of the car, Young found mat FDR 
used to use to car to tour WPA (Work Pro- 
jects Administration) projects. Original gun 
holsters are still hidden in the side panels of 
the driver's side doors. These were put mere 
for Secret Service agents who were riding 
along with the president. 
__. — Though heloves every aspect of his hob- 
by, Young still feels that it is the relation- 
ships he has formed that has been the most 
rewarding.

Wild horse and burro adoption set 



On October 14, the Bureau of Land Man 
agement (BLM) will conduct a Wild Horse 
and Burro Adoption at the Wisconsin State 
Fairgrounds in Milwaukee. Up to 50 ani- 
mals will be available for this event. Since 
the Adopt-A-Wild Horse & Burro Pro 
gram began in 1973, over 
1774,000 animals have been 
adopted. 

The BLM is responsible 
for the wild horse and bur- 
ro herds on Western pub- 
lic lands. To maintain an 
ecological balance, excess 
animals are removed from 
the fragile rangelands, ex- 
amined by a veterinarian, 
vaccinated, wormed, blood- 
tested, and then offered for 
adoption to good homes. 

Prospective adopters must have stur- 
dy corrals at least 6 feet high for horses 
and 5 feet for burros, shelter, transporta- 
tion, and the means of caring for the ani- 




mal. The adoption fee will be determined 
by competitive bid, with the minimum bid 
being $125 per animal. The fees help de- 
fray the Federal Government's cost of 
roundup, veterinarian care, 
transportation, and adminis- 
trative expenses. 

The animals will arrive 
on Friday, October 13, with 
viewing hours from 1 p.m. 
to 5 p.m. The scheduled 
hours for adoption are 7 
a.m. to 5 p.m. on Satur- 
day.

relations. The entire town is in an 
uproar over the change and parents 
threaten to remove their teenagers 
from the team. Yoast acts as the 
calming presence and convinces 
many to not take away the senior 
year from their players. 

Boon offers Yoast the defensive 
coach position and sets up many 
opportunities for clashes between 
the men's coaching styles and 
philosophies. All players who want 
to be on the team are required to 
survive a two-week camp at Gettys- 
burg College. The boys attempt to 
keep themselves separated from 
each other— whites on one side of 



the cafeteria, blacks on the other. 
Boon lays down the law and forces 
them to integrate as well. 

At 3 a.m. one morning, Boon 
wakes up all the players for a brisk 
jog. Yoast says Boon is flirting with a 
fine line between tough and crazy, 
but the jog continues to a stopping 
point — after sunrise — at the ceme- 
tery where the Battle of Gettysburg 
took place. 

This becomes a defining point 
for the movie, reminiscent of when 
Robin Williams' character John 
Keating in "Dead Poets Society" 
takes his students into the hallway 
for a lesson from the dead — "Carpe 
"diem!" Boon's challenge is for his 
players to do the same and "Gome 
together."
